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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The newly 



submitted claims of amendment F are of equivalent scope to those previously allowed, except 
they do not require a limiting range of < 30 mm for the gap between electrodes, however reasons 
for obviousness for determining optimum gap parameters were considered in previous 
obviousness type double patenting rejections over USPN 6,001,43 1, etc., which were over come 
by terminal disclaimer, hence omission of the gap range is not detrimental to the determination 
of allowability. It is noted that claims 73 & 76 provide alternative language that describes like 
configurations to those of 80 & 83, and analogously previously allowed claims 42 & 48. 

The newly cited reference to Horiike et al (IDS of paper #33) does not read on the claims, 
as its configuration of electrodes and substrate is different, with the substrate being under & 
perpendicular to a row of parallel electrodes, not between.
